of the nation’s teen-agers. 
The Week is sponsored by the National Food 
Conference Association, supported by 66 major 
food industry firm s. And there can be no doubt 
of the need for an effort of this nature. There 
are some 23 million teen-agers in this country 
and study after study has shown that an alarming­ 
ly high percentage of them fail to eat adequately. 
As an example, a Missouri survey of 36,000 high 
school 
students found that only one per cent of 
the girls questioned and 4.5 per cent of the 
boys indicated that they had the recommended 
servings from the four bjywc food groups on that 
day, and just 15.8 per ^^^had what might be 
considered an “ adequate^ftreakfast. And the 
Department of Agriculture says that the older 
the child, the poorer the diet is apt to be — 
from childhood to teen-age the percentage of 
young people with poor diets increases sharply. 
There is irony in this. In much of the world, 
inferior diet is unavoidable because of inadequate 
production and low income levels. The peoples 
of those unfortunate nations would 
stare in 
disbelief at our stores with their endless supplies 
of top-quality foods - - the meats, the breads and 
cereals, the fruits and vegetables, the dairy 
products. Their cost is within the reach of 
American fam ilies — yet dietary deficiency is 
rampant here. 
The Week is the culmination of a major pro­ 
gram which started sometime ago. It should be 
continued in every home in the land — and, most 
particularly in those of the teen-agers.

WASHINGTON — Two events 
in the last two weeks have 
shown the depth of the change 
in Lyndon B. Johnson. They 
are; 
1. The signing of the Ap­ 
palachian Bill for the improve­ 
ment of areas which Johnson 
neglected as a southern Senate 
leader. 
2. His masterful message to 
Congress on voting rights which 
should set at rest for all time 
any question about the right of 
every American to vote. 
To appreciate the change in 
Lyndon Johnson, you have to 
remember that for a quarter of 
a century he was a very strong 
southern Senator. He went out 
of his way to put southern Sen­ 
ators in key positions on power­ 
ful committees. He swung de­ 
fense contracts to the south. 
He protected the bastion of 
military bases placed in the 
south during World War I when 
coal was scarce and it was dif­ 
ficult to heat northern canton­ 
ments. 
It was once said in the Senate 
— quite truthfully — that there 
was no state in the Union which 
had more military bases per 
capita 
than Texas, 
except 
Georgia — home state of Lyn­ 
don's close friend and Chair­ 
man of the Armed Services 
Committee, Sen. Dick Russell. 
MISSILES FOR TEXAS 
Once when Lyndon was Senate 
Majority Leader, I went in to 
see him after a trip to Western 
Pennsylvania 
and West Vir­ 
ginia, which were destitute be­ 
cause of the slump in Bitumin­ 
ous Coal. 
“ Why do you have to hog all 
the missile and defense con­ 
tracts down in Texas?” I asked 
the Senator from Texas. “ I have 
just been out in the Appalachian 
region where people are almost 
starving. Why don't 
you put 
some bases out their way?” 
“ It's too foggy and cold out 
there,” replied Lyndon. “ We 
have to have sunshine and warm 
weather for efficient missile 
bases.” 
Two weeks ago Lyndon John­ 
son signed the Appalachian Bill 
to build up the areas which he 
had neglected as a Senator from 
Texas. Because he is no longer 
a Senator from Texas, but Pres­ 
ident of all the United States, 
he had initiated that Bill him­ 
self and pushed it through the 
Congress, 
To appreciate the change, you 
have to rem em ber not only that 
Lyndon Johnson is the first 
southern President elected in a 
hundred years but also the first 
Democratic President in 100 
years to lose all the solid south. 
Despite this loss, he was at 
first reluctant to part company 


with old friends, old traditions, 
old ties. He did not grapple with 
the question of southern chair- 
menships of key com m ittees—a 
problem which will give him 
plenty of future trouble. He did 
not curtail the Charleston, S.C., 
Navy Yard, which previous Re­ 
publican 
Administrators 
had 
considered of doubtful value, 
though he did chop down the 
historic Brooklyn and Ports­ 
mouth, N. H., Naval Yards.

Committee, 
Mendel Rivers, comes from 
Sumter and Charleston. 
RELUCTANT LYNDON 
Whatever the reasons, how-

disabled. The Means Test — 
or Pauper’s Oath — will

CAPE KENNEDY:— For at 
least 12 days early this month 
the heart of the moonlanding 
Project Apollo stood still — 
paralyzed by a weird strike. 
The heart which was stilled is 
Pad 34, the very center of the 
effort to put astronauts on the 
moon and get them back by 
1970. 
From “ 34” will blast - off 
all the preliminary test shots. 
From it will roar a Saturn One 
capsule with a million and a half 
pounds of thrust instead of the 
final Saturn Five’s 7.5 million. 
In that capsule will be 
in­ 
strumentation exactly like that 
on which the astronauts’ lives 
will depend. 
Yet Pad 34 has been made the 
private 
battleground 
of the 
plum bers and pipefitters union

Anglers can take a tip from the pre-season 
warmups and training now underway in the base­ 
ball camps. 
Seeing that equipment functions perfectly is just 
as important to a fisherman as good physical 
condition is to a touted 20-game winner or the 
team's "big stick.” 
Getting gear in shape after a winter's layoff 
is vital to the success of early trips afloat. If 
you don’t, you’re likely to discover all sorts of 
problems. . .and all at the wrong time. 
VVTiile most of us were admonished to prepare 
oui gt'ar last fall, such good advice has a strange 
habit of falling on closed ears. . .particularly if 
the geese were flying. So haul out the tackle box 
NOW, while you have the time. 
Thoroughly clean reels, relubricating accord­ 
ing to the maker’s specs. . .but use greases 
sparingly. Check lines for signs of weakness; 
snip off 10 feet of monofilament, if you haven’t 
already done so. Remove that fly line from the 
spool and hang in loose coils, if even for only a 
short period. 
Lures should be touched up with paint, if 
needed. Hone hooks to needle sharpness. Polish 
spoons and spinners like fine silver--if they 
don’t take a bright shine, replace them. 
Though reels are the most critical elements 
in tackle, inspect rods carefully. Look for loose 
wrappings, ferrules and reel seats. Observe 
carefully the condition of the tip where the line 
rubs against the guide; any indication of furrow­ 
ing calls for immediate replacement. 
Plenty of soap and water, mixed with a gen­ 
erous portion of oldfashioned “elbow grease,” 
will do the job on most other items, say the 
Mercury folks.

HAVE SOIL TESTED as 
SOON AS POSSIBLE 
Soil 
testing 
activities have 
been delayed considerably by 
rainy and snowy weather so far 
this year, and the spring plant­ 
ing season is rapidly approach­ 
ing. Consequently, fanners are 
urged to liave soil tested as 
soon as possible now so that 
they will have their fertilizer 
and lime recommendations back 
from the laltoratory before they 
need them. During the spring 
rush, two weeks are often re­ 
quired from the time you bring 
your soil sample to the Ex­ 
tension Center until you re­ 
ceive your fertilizer and Unie 
recommendations from the lab­ 
oratory. 
A soU test is your liest guide 
as to the kind and amount 
of 
fertilizer to apply. The fer­ 
tilizer that produces the t>est 
results is the fertilizer that 
contains the plant food e le ­ 
ments needed by our soil. The 
soil test is actually a m easure­ 
ment of the plant food content 
of your soil. From this test, 
the amount of each plant food 
element needed by your soil 
can be calculated, and fertili­ 
zer and lim e recommendations 
can l>e made to take care of the 
needs involved. As a general 
rule, considerable money is re­ 
quired to apply the fertilizer 
and lime needed for the most 
profitable 
crop 
yield. Con­ 
sequently, 
it is very impor­ 
tant that you treat the soil in 
such a way as to realize the 
highest possible returns from 
the money spent. 
It is very important that your 
soil sample 1« properly taken 
as your soil test and fertili­ 
zer and lime recommendations 
that you receive from the lab­ 
oratory can only be as good as 
the so*' sample which you bring 
to the 
'xtension Center 
for 
testing. Your sample should be 
taken in such a way as to 
represent the average fertility 
conditions of your field. Each 
should not represent more than 
about 20 to 25 acres for best 
results. 
Separate 
sam ples 
should be taken for each type 
of soU in the field, for hUl and 


bottom land where lioth are in­ 
volved in the field, and where 
different parts of the field have 
been 
fertilized, 
limed, 
or 
cropped differently. 
Each sample should l>e made 
up of soU taken from different 
places throughout the field or 
that portion of the field to 1« 
included in one sample. We sug­ 
gest that soU l>e taken from at 
least 12 to 15 places throughout 
the field or that portion of the 
field to l>e included in one sam­ 
ple. At each of these places, 
soil should be taken down to a 
depth of seven to eight inches. 
Where an auger or soU test 
tut« is used, 
this Is simply 
a matter of working the auger or 
tube into the soil to a seven to 
eight inch depth and deposit­ 
ing the soU from the tul»e or 
auger into a paU or other such 
container. If a spade or shovel 
is used, dig a hole seven to eight 
Inches deep, take a thin slice 
from the side of the hole down 
to this depth, and deposit the 
soU into the container. The soU 
taken from all places in the field 
or portion of the field to be in­ 
volved in one sample should be 
collected in the container to­ 
gether. It is very Important that 
the soU be mixed thoroughly, 
and this means that it is ex­ 
tremely important that the soU 
be well pulverized. In case the 
soil is too wet to pulverize, it 
should be spread out on a clean 
surface to dry. 
When the soU is dry, pulverize 
and mix It well, and take about 
a teacup full of this mixture for 
your sample. Place it in a clean 
paper bag or other such con­ 
tainer, and take it to your County 
University Extension Center. 
There, you will be asked 
for 
information 
concerning 
the 
characteristics of the field in­ 
cluding crops grown during the 
past two years, fertilizer and 
lim e recommendations will be 
mailed from the laboratory di­ 
rectly to you. If you should need 
additional 
information 
about 
your soil test or fertilizer and 
lim e 
recommendations after 
you receive them, your County 
Extension Agents will be glad 
to discuss them with vou.

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IN THE BOOTHEEL DRIVE 
to acquire 
a 
junior 
college 
in the area, Gov. W arren E. 
H earnes has .suggested that il 
the plan of action being fol­ 
lowed so far fails, leaders have 
another course to try. 
The plan that appears to have 
only a lim ited chance of suc­ 
ceeding is that incorporated 
in Senate Bill No. 178 under 
which Southeast M issouri State 
College 
at 
Cape 
G irardeau 
would establish and operate a 
junior 
college branch som e­ 
where in the Bootheel, the lo­ 
cation to be determ ined by the 
new unit's board of regents. 
Since the Senate Education 
Com mittee on the State L egis­ 
lature has ruled not to place 
a “ do p a ss" stamp on the bill, 
a staggering blow has been ad­ 
m inistered to the proposal, at 
least 
in the Senate on that 
round. While strong expecta­ 
tions are that a sim ilar bill 
will l>e introduced in the House, 
how far it will get in the end 


is problem atical. While som e 
sources give the bill an inside 
chance of passing, others take 
an opposite view. A Jefferson 
City source told this column 
this week, **it will not be pos­ 
sible to secure passage in the 
House. It is quite obvious that 
if the Senate Education Com­ 
m ittee did not approve the bill 
(on March 10), they would not 
be expected to approve it be­ 
cause it is introduced in the 
H ouse." 
As stated in this space be­ 
fore, it is my opinion that in 
the Bootheel's move to acquire 
the 
junior 
college 
through 
special state legislation, it isn 't 
a 
m atter of who's for it o r 
who's against it — everyone in 
his right mind knows that we 
sorely need higher education fa­ 
cilities in our region. In my 
thinking, it appears to boil down 
to which route we can follow 
to get the job done and how it 
is to be financed. 
Again 
I would like to say 
that 
if the current proposal 
fails In the L egislature, in­ 
terested 
Bootheel 
citizens 
should not regard it as ending 
the m atter. The alternate plan, 
recommended by Gov. Hearnes, 
is embodied m the Junior Col­ 
lege Act passed by the Legis­ 
lature in 1901 which makes it 
possible for junior college dis­ 
tric ts to be organized much 
like high school districts. This 
law was discussed In this space 
two weeks ago, and we have 
m ore to say about 
it here. 
The difference in organizing 
a Junior college district under 
this law and acquiring one un­ 
der 
S. B. 178 
operated by 
Semo State is a m atter of who 
pays for it. 
In the district 
plan, 
property 
owners with­ 
in the district 
would pay a 
sm all tax levy for the college. 
Under 8. B. 178 the state would 
pay it the sam e as it pays 
for 8emo 8tate, Under the dis­ 


trict plan the state would con­ 
tribute $200 for each student 
completing 30 sem ester hours 
of work a year, with a bill al­ 
ready in the works to have this 
increased to $300 p er year for 
28 sem ester hours instead of 
30. There is good chance this 
bill will pass. 
Back in Decem ber the Mis­ 
souri Commission on Higher 
Education 
recom m ended that 
two such junior college dis­ 
tric ts be organized in the Boot­ 
heel as soon as possible with 
a full four-year state college 
established 
in the region by 
1970. 
If the locally (partially) fi­ 
nanced district plan is going 
to be the one to be used, how 
might we sta rt? It is this ob­ 
se rv e r's opinion that the lusic 
planning and action might origi­ 
nate with the B ootheel's county 
school Ixiarcs which would first 
meet in joint session to con­ 
sider application of the law 
in the region. With its mem­ 
bership 
composed 
of 
rep­ 
resentatives of each school dis­ 
tric t, the county boards would 
have immediate contact with 
the entire high school organiza­ 
tion in each county which would 
be of trem endous value in any 
movement to establish a junior 
college.

tic® of conducting surveys lie- 
fore starting anything new that 
is very big, to firm up the 
ground on which to proceed, it 
would follow thatu survey might 
lie made in the state to find 
out how other areas have es­ 
tablished Junior colleges un­ 
der the act, like in Jefferson 
County, for example. 
Next, instead of dealing in 
"p o ten tials," a 
very careful 
survey might be made of every 
high school junior and senior 
and their pa rents in the Boot­ 
heel to actually determine as 
accurately 
as 
possible 
how 
many would attend such an area 
junior college if we had one, 
what courses the college should 
offer — especially in vocational 
training — and any other infor­ 
mation a planning lioard might 
need. A fter all, in the district 
plan the property owners are 
going to be called on (o ;iay a 
tax levy, and we better have 
something concrete to sell, not 
potentials, to get that done, the 
way taxes a re these days. 
At the sam e time we had bet­ 
ter find out just how far the pros­ 
pective 
students 
might 
tie 
willing 
to drive each day to 
and from such a college, be­ 
cause one of the main reasons 
for having one or more in the 
Bootheel is to make it possible 
for the students to attend it and 
live at hom e. It may come out 
that instead of one area-wide 
college, two might be needed to 
adequately 
serve 
the 
whole 
Bootheel, a s recommended by 
the Higher Education Commis­ 
sion. 


There is always one principal 
question asked in starting any­ 
thing new of this nature, and 
that is: "W here do we get the 
money?*' Of course there would 
be some labor and expense in­ 
volved in the initial action to 
organize a junior college dis­ 
trict, and th ere is an election 
to be held when the proposal 
is ready for presentation to the 
people in its area. It might ap­ 
pear 
that 
these 
first costs 
could lie underwritten by con­ 
tributions 
by 
the 
various 
service clubs in the region and 
by private citizens. 


I WOULD LIKE TO add some 
sidelights to an editorial pub­ 
lished in the Kennett Daily Dunk. 
1 in D em ocrat a few days age 
which recom m ended a regional 
development council to promote 
projects of joint interest in the 
Bootheel. It read in part: 
"T he 
consequences of the 
failure of Bootheel communities 
to organize them selves into an 
area-w ide development council 
can best be seen in the current 
effort to secure a junior col­ 
lege for this area.

We had som e experience with 
such an organization l>ack in

years from a central office at 
D exter. While it did some ex­ 
cellent work in community su r­ 
veys and industrial contacts. It 
finally becam e dormant due. 
mainly, to a failure to find a 
reliable method of financing it 
on 
a 
reg u lar 
year-to-year 
basis. The MDDC at .that tim e 
was state chartered and rated 
a listing a s a commission in 
the M issouri Blue Book. It is 
my opinion that it could be re­ 
vived, re-organized and placed 
l>ack in business — if someone 
will com e up with a sound plan 
for perm anent financing. Sell­ 
ing $5 o r $10 annual m em ber­ 
ships to business firm s and 
others is one way, but this sys­ 
tem was found unreliable. 
To successfully function year 
after year, such a regional or­ 
ganization requires a trained 
or experienced executive, a sec­ 
retary to handle the detail work, 
and a perm anent office. Plus 
the cash outlay for these sal­ 
arie s and overhead expense is 
the cost of considerable travel 
by the executive, because lie 
cannot work effectively sitting 
in the office most of the tim e. 
The old MDDC was organized 
to serve seven counties in South­ 
east M issouri, all being cotton- 
producing counties and general-

Extension Center

What do you consider the most 
im portant piece of equipm ent on 
your farm? I have asked that 
question at several meetings. 
N aturally the answ ers vary, 
but the thing that su rp rised me 
was the sm all number of tim es 
a planter was mentioned. 
I suppose the thing that made 
this answer startle me is the 
fact that I have always consid­ 
ered a good planter one of the 
m ost im portant im plem ents on 
the 
farm . 
We depend on the 
planter for; (1) proper plant­ 
ing rate (2) proper planting 
depth and (3) proper fertilizer 
placem ent. A m istake on any 
one of these will cause replant­ 
ing or require going through 
the season with a p artial stand 
and this is almost su re to re­ 
duce yields. 
Planting speeds 
can and often do cause prob­ 
lem s with stalk population. The 
company 
that 
m anufactured 
your planter geared it for plant­ 
ing at the proper speed for 
best efficiency. All this Infor­ 
mation is given in the opera­ 
to rs 
manual 
which you re - 
• ceived at the time of purchase. 
If you adjust the planter 
for 
pro p er spacing then pull the 
planter much too fast you will 
likely be disappointed 
with 
the stand you get. R em em ber 
if the planter Is in good condi­ 
tion it will plant at the rate you 
desire if 
the spacing is set 
right and you pull it at the rec­ 
ommended speed. A little ex­ 
tra tim e spent in planting may 
save you the expense and trou­ 
ble of replanting o r reduced 
yields because of a poor stand.

It's 
a rem inder that the signup for 
the 19C5 feed grain program 
now is under way at the County 
A SC Office. During the period 
of the signup, farm operators 
who signed up in the 19C5 wheat 
program last fall may revise the 
num ber of acres to be diverted. 
Advance

CORN—OF MAN CREATED 
Although the beginnings of our 
gathering of seeds, and of the 
growing of our modern vege­ 
tables, are hidden in the dim 
past, the subject has been of 
Intense interest to many peo­ 
ple. Digging into ancient re c ­ 
o rd s, and even buildings 
in 
som e cases, they have a ssem ­ 
bled valuable and fascinating 
Inform ation concerning vege­ 
tables and their uses in ancient 
tim es. 
Perhaps 
youMl f in d 
som ething of interest here con­ 
cerning a vegetable that is often 
on your dinner plate. 
Corn, Or Maize; Perhaps the 
e a rlie st mention of m aize is 
in the POPOL VUH, the sacred 
book of the Quicke Indians of 
w estern Guatemala, whose re c ­ 
ords go back to the 8th cen­ 
tury. They wrote as follows: 
“ The legend runs that 4 b a r­ 
b a ria n s—the Fox, the Jackal, 
the Paroquet and the C ro w - 
m ade known to the people the 
e a rs of the white maize and 
of the yellow .. .there it was 
that they obtained at last the 
food that was to enter into the 
flesh of man, of man created 
and form ed.“ 
The Toltecs and Aztecs lik e­ 
w ise had their legends of the 
origin of their use of corn, 
but surely some area in Cen­ 
tra l America must have been 
the place of origin of this im ­ 
portant food. It was alm ost In­ 
variably worshipped by these 
ea rly peoples, an d carvings 
have been found on their tem ­ 
ples. 
Columbus was the first E uro­ 
pean to see corn, on the island 
of Cuba in November, 1492. 
He reported “ a kind of grain 
called m aize, of which was 
m ade a very w ell-tasted flour.“ 
In 1498 another Spanish explor­ 
e r reported seeing fields “ cov­ 
erin g six leagues or m ore“ 
in Venezuela. All the early ex­ 
p lo rers spoke of it, 
and of 
“ wine“ and “ beer“ made from 
it by the Indians. C ertainly, 
a t the tim e of A m erica's d is­ 
covery, corn was widely grown 
from Chile to Canada. 
Columbus and others took corn 
seeds back with them. There 
w ere reports of its culture In 
nearly every European country 
by 1600, but it seem s not to 
have been widely grown any­ 
w here. It is only since World 
W ar D that interest in it seem s 
to have t>een reawakened there. 
This “ first“ corn was of many 
c o l o r s - - yellow, 
red, blue, 
w hite,--and more reports indi­ 
cated an ea r length of a “ span“ 
(nine 
inches) (though s o m e 
stra in s were apparently con­ 
siderably larger), and doubt­ 
le s s of the hard o r “ field corn“ 
type. The first mention we can 
find of “ Sweet Corn“ is about 
1779, in New York, where it 
w as called “ papoon corn.“ 
The phenomenal yields made 
possible by the introduction of 


hybrids have made corn an at­ 
tractive crop to many coun­ 
trie s , and we feel su re that be­ 
fore many years Sweet Corn 
will be as highly esteem ed ev­ 
eryw here as It is now in the 
United States. Certainly nothing 
could take the place of “ corn- 
o n -th e -c o b “ 
a n d “ roastin' 
e a r s " on the tables of the A mer­ 
ican people.

PROTECTING SILO WALLS 
Spring isn 't too far aw ay... 
even if the weather doesn't 
look that way som etim es. Some 
livestock men in the area are 
thinking of preparing their silo 
fo r the season's fo rag e.. .and 
th ey 're asking what can be done 
to prevent the walls of their 
silo s from becoming pitted from 
the acid silage juices. Each year 
we get questions on this sub­ 
je c t and how to preserve the 
silo walls. 
Boiled linseed oil is quite 
effective in reducing the dam­ 
age to silo walls from the 
silage acids. 
The first of two coats should 
be thinned with equal parts of 
turpentine to give Increased 
penetration. The second coat 
is applied without thinning after 
the first has thoroughly dried. 
Spots where the oil has been 
absorbed should be given addi­ 
tional coats. The last c o a t 
should be allowed to dry at 
le a st two weeks before the silo 
is filled. 
One gallon of linseed oil will 
cover about two-hundred square 
feet of silo wall. Silos not hav­ 
ing been treated for som etim e 
may take m ore oil. 


“ IMPROVED WOOL 
PRACTICES LEAD TO 
HIGHER PROGRAM 
PAYMENT“ 
Growers who follow practices 
that improve the quality of wool 
going to m arket benefit in more 
than one way, according to Roy 
Proctor, J r ., Chairm an, Scott 
County A gricultural Stabiliza. 
tion and Conservation Commit­ 
tee. They not only get the best 
price available for tiieir wool, 
he pointed out, but by doing this 
they also, in effect, increase 
the incentive payment they re­ 
ceive under the National Wool 
Act. 
The National Wool Act was 
explained 
by 
the Chairman, 
was enacted in 1954 to encour­ 
age the dom estic production of 
wool. 
For 
tills purpose, in­ 
centive paym ents a re made to 
grow ers, with the rate of the 
payment based on the percent­ 
age necessary to bring the na­ 
tional average m arket payment 
received by grow ers for wool 
sold during the m arketing year 
up to a previously announced 
incentive level. 
The percentage is determined 
from the national figures, hut 
the same percentage is applied 
to each grow er's net sales pro­ 


ceeds from wool to determ ine 
the amount of his iiayment for 
the marketing year. N aturally, 
then, the higher the price the 
grow er receives in the m arket, 
the higher his incentive payment 
will be. 
The payment rate for the 
1964 marketing year, ended last 
Decem ber, will be determ ined 
som etim e 
in 
March 
1965; 
a shorn wool incentive price 
of 62 cents per pound for 1964 
was 
announced 
in 
Septem­ 
ber of 1963. The rate for 1963 
was 27.8 per cent — that moans 
a payment of $27.80 for every 
$100 the grower received in 
m arketing his wool. 
The quality of the wool and 
its proper preparation for m ar­ 
ket have an Important effect on 
the m arket price, Mr. Proc­ 
tor pointed out, and both in­ 
dustry and Government have 
been 
cooperating 
in 
recent 
y ears in an industry-wide cam ­ 
paign to a lert producers about 
the proper shearing and pack­ 
aging of their wool. 
Improving the preparation of 
the domestic wool clip will 
provide u sers of domestic wools 
with a raw m aterial that does 
not require extra work and un­ 
necessary handling in the tex­ 
tile 
m ill, and one that pro­ 
c e sso rs find advantageous to 
use in competition with man- 
made 
fibers 
and 
im ported 
wools. 
Along with the wool cam ­ 
paign, the industry has a pro­ 
gram to encourage the breed­ 
ing and marketing of lam bs 
of the weight and quality that 
consum ers prefer. Since in­ 
com e 
from 
lambs 
accounts 
for the largest part of the 
sheep-wool enterprise, the im­ 
portance of producing a con­ 
sum er-preferred lamb ca rcass 
is c le a r. G rowers should check 
with their county agricultural

Law on Books 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
"Thou shalt not k ill,'' said Gov. 
Frank Clement. 
"He that smiteth a man so 
that he shall die shall surely be 
put to death," replied Rep. Pat 
Lynch. 
By one vote, the Tennessee 
House of Representatives fa- 
vored the admonition from Exo­ 
dus under the Fifth Command­ 
ment Thursday, and left the 
death penalty the law of Tennes­ 
see. 


As a result, three often-post­ 
poned executions are scheduled 
for Saturday. 
Clement, who tearfully plead­ 
ed for an end to capital punish­ 
ment, hasn't said whether he 
will stay the executions again. 
However, today's final session 
of the General Assembly could 
provide a reason for such ac­ 
tion. 
The governor has called a 
special session on legislative 
and congressional reapportion­ 
ment May 10. 
Before the House today was a 
resolution calling on Clement to 
have the special session also 
consider a bill for a statewide 
referendum on abolition of capi­ 
tal punishment. 
The governor's office said 
that as long as the issue was 
before the Legislature he would 
have nothing to say about the 
fate of the death-row trio: 
Clayton Dawson, sentenced to 
death nearly five years ago for 
raping a woman and her 16- 
year-old daughter. 8even other 
women identified him as their 
attacker. 
The U45. Supreme 
Court has refused to hear his 
appeal made on the ground that 
the Legislature which voted for 
the death penalty years ago was 
improperly apportioned. 
Rube Sims, convicted in 1960 
for slashing to death a 54-year- 
old Memphis woman. 
Richard B.Thomas,convlcted 
in 1962 of killing a storekeeper 
who caught him 
robbing his 
store. 
All are Negroes, as are the 
other two awaiting later execu­ 
tions. 
A bill repealing the death pen­ 
alty for all crim es except mur­ 
der of a policeman or prison 
employe on duty passed the 
Senate i*aslly. Amended to ex­ 
clude death for all crimes, it 
failed by seven votes to get the 
constitutional 
majority of 50 
needed in the House two weeks 
ago, and was returned to com­ 
mittee. 
Clement made a personal ap­ 
peal to the House Wednesday, 
before tt came buck for a sec­ 
ond vote Thursday. 
Lynch ended his uttark on the 
bill with a motion to table, end­ 
ing ttebate.

— Be on guard against a per­ 
son who offers to make out your 
return for a fee based on how’ 
much h»> can save you. 
—Beware of the “ expert" who 
claims to know the angles on 
how to get questionable items 
past the government men. 
—Never sign a blank tax form 
and let the adviser fill in the 
blanks later; it’s like signing a 
blank check. 
--Do not sign a return made 
out in pencil — it easily can be 
changed. 
— Pay taxes only by check or 
money order, and make certain 
it is made out to Internal Reve­ 
nue; use a separate check to pay 
the adviser's fee.

NATIONAL YOUTHPOWER WEEK 
National Youthpower Week, which is to be ob­ 
served from March 21 through 27, has a notable 
objective — to do something constructive about 
the poor nutritional habits followed by millions 
of the nation’s teen-agers. 
The Week is sponsored by the National Food 
Conference Association, supported by 66 major 
food industry firms. And there can be no doubt 
of the need for an effort of this nature. There 
are some 23 million teen-agers in this country 
and study after study has shown that an alarming­ 
ly high percentage of them fail to eat adequately. 
As an example, a Missouri survey of 36,000 high 
school 
students found that only one per cent of 
the girls questioned and 4.5 per cent of the 
boys indicated that they had the recommended 
servings from the four b^dc food groups on that 
day, and just 15.8 per ^ ^ ^ h a d what might be 
considered an “ adequate^breakfast. And the 
Department of Agriculture says that the older 
the child, the poorer the diet is apt to be — 
from childhood to teen-age the percentage of 
young people with poor diets increases sharply. 
There is irony in this. In much of the w'orld, 
inferior diet is unavoidable because of inadequate 
production and low income levels. The peoples 
of those unfortunate nations would 
stare in 
disbelief at our stores with their endless supplies 
of top-quality foods -- the meats, the breads and 
cereals, the fruits and vegetables, the dairy 
products. Their cost is within the reach of 
American families — yet dietary deficiency is 
rampant here. 
The Week is the culmination of a major pro­ 
gram which started sometime ago. It should be 
continued in every home in the land — and, most 
particularly in those of the teen-agers.

Youth Opportunities Unlimited and Associated 
Community Teams.) 
THE WAR ON POVERTY, 
initiated by the 
first major piece of legislation originated by 
President Johnson, is coming under attack in 
New York City just as Mayor Robert F. Wagner, 
Jr. is requesting federal money for the biggest 
program covered by the act. 
Specifically involved is HARYOU-ACT, Inc., an 
educational, cultural and employment self-help 
project begun in Harlem last July. The N. Y. 
Herald Tribune charges that Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell “ snatched up the operation as apolitical 
plum” 
and 
“ kicked 
out** the experts who 
organized it. 
Livingston L. Wingate, executive director of 
the Harlem program, on March 11 said that of 
the agency’s 100 employees when he took over 
on Jan. 5 “ none were identified with Adam” 
and of the 50 he had added since “ not more than 
three or four if that many” are identified with 
the Negro Democratic congressman. 
THE PRESS has criticized the rental outlay 
by HARYOU-ACT of $3,312.50 a month on 
the two floors of a Harlem hotel the agency 
leased in February for six months. Wingate 
quoted an auditor as calling the rental “dirt 
cheap.” 
The city’s Poverty Operations Board has 
been making a routine audit of HARYOU-ACT 
for about a month. The Herald Tribune on March 
11 said that the Office of Economic Opportunity, 
the antipoverty federal special agency estab­ 
lished by the Economic Opportunity Act of 
1964, was expected to make an audit of HARYOU- 
ACT within 10 days. On the same day, a spokes­ 
man for the Washington agency said that it had 
the right to inspect and audit accounts of grant 
recipients 
at

time, but “ no audit of 
HARYOU-ACT’s book is contemplated.” 
Wingate on March 11 said that Rep. Powell’s 
House Education and Labor Committee would 
“ look iitfo a number of projects that have re­ 
sulted from his committee’s work.” He said 
HARYOU-ACT would welcome an 
fair investi­ 
gation. 
So far HARYOU-ACT has rece' 
lion in city funds and federal gr' 
lion under the Junvenile Delinqueii 
000 under the Manpower Development and Train­ 
ing Act, and $200,000 under the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps program. Mayor Wagner on March 
11 asked for $1.35 million in new federal money 
for the Harlem project for the remainder of the 
calendar year, as part of a request for $10.4 
million for the entire city.

WASHINGTON — Two events 
in the last two weeks have 
shown the depth of the change 
in Lyndon B. Johnson. They 
are; 
1. The signing of the Ap­ 
palachian Bill for the improve­ 
ment of areas which Johnson 
neglected as a southern Senate 
leader. 
2. His masterful message to 
Congress on voting rights which 
should set at rest for all time 
any question about the right of 
every American to vote. 
To appreciate the change in 
Lyndon Johnson, you have to 
remember that for a quarter of 
a century he was a very strong 
southern Senator. He went out 
of his way to put southern Sen­ 
ators In key positions on power­ 
ful committees. He swung de­ 
fense contracts to the south. 
He protected the bastion of 
military bases placed In the 
south during World War I when 
coal was scarce and It was dif­ 
ficult to heat northern canton­ 
ments.

T he 
President 
l i s t e n e d 
politely, didn’t bat an eye. 
E arlier, a Mississippi Free­ 
dom Democratic Party member 
told Vice President Humphrey; 
“ The last time we had a south­ 
ern president, also named John­ 
son, he appeased the south. And 
look what happened to him.” 
The President didn’t get sore. 
He just listened. 
In other major crises, the

3. The K err-M illsH ealthcare 
Plan, which hitherto has ap­ 
plied only to the needy and In 
most states has required a 
Means Test or Pauper’s Oath, 
will be liberalized to Include 
medical treatment for depen­ 
dent children, the blind, and the 
disabled. The Means Test — 
or Pauper’s Oath — will 
be 
modified somewhat. 
NOTE — Rep. King, Chief 
Author of the Medicare Pro­ 
gram In the House, gives credit 
to Chairman Wilbur Mills for

-- this year. Previously Mills 
had been a staunch and effective 
opponent of Medicare.

CAPE KENNEDY:— For at 
least 12 days early this month 
the heart of the moonlandtng 
Project Apollo stood still — 
paralyzed by a weird strike. 
The heart which was stilled is 
Pad 34, the very center of the 
effort to put astronauts on the 
moon and get them back by 
1970. 
From “ 34” will blast - off 
all the preliminary test shots. 
From it will roar a Saturn One 
capsule with a million and a half 
pounds of thrust instead of the 
final Saturn Five’s 7.5 million. 
In that capsule will lie 
In­ 
strumentation exactly like that 
on which the astronauts’ lives 
will depend. 
Yet Pad 34 has been made the 
private 
battleground 
of the 
plumbers and pipefitters union 
— fighting for control over four 
or five more jobs on the pad than 
are In the union’s jurisdiction 
now. 
In the parlance of the operat­ 
ing room, NASA has been doing 
open heart surgery on Pad 34 
— when the construction unions 
perm it It. 
The launching pad 
needs 
revamping 
of 
its hy­ 
draulic, pneumatic and fuel sys­ 
tem s. Thus the liquid oxygen, 
hydrogen and helium will flow 
as needed by the tests. 
Time Is precious. The sub- 
project was awarded to a non­ 
union 
contractor. 
However, 
there was the proviso that he 
operate 
under 
the Project 
Stabilization Agreement. 
The contractor had to go to 
the union hiring hall and ask 
for plumbers and pipefitters. 
He was willing to hire union 
men. He asked for union men. 
The union said — no. They 
would not supply such lalior 
unless the contractor agreed to 
unionize all his work, off as 
well as on this space complex.

The contractor went into the 


open market and hired pipe­ 
fitters. The union struck on 
March 4, refusing either to sup­ 
ply men or to work with non­ 
union men. 
So the electricians went out in 
sympathy. This caused a chain 
reaction. Without electricians 
there was no juice. Without juice 
there were no operable power 
torches. Without torches there 
was no toil for the ironworkers. 
With the iron men made idle, 
the others could not go through 
their tasks. 
Thus, because the non-union 
contractor felt he was In no 
position at the moment to ex­ 
tend union contracts to work he 
was doing on dormitories out­ 
side of the Cape Kennedy - 
Merritt Island moon port, the 
union paralyzed Pad 34. 
This was atiout the 80th vio­ 
lation of the no-strike pledge 
given by the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Unions* coun­ 
cil on the base. 
Ace mediators rushed down 
from Washington in an attempt 
to impress the local leaders In 
Orlando 
of the global 
sig­ 
nificance of getting to the moon 
“ first.” 
There were pleas and pressure 
from NASA and the Army Corps 
of Engineers. But the plumbers 
and pipefitters re fused to per­ 
mit a return to work. 
They refused to return though 
there have been “ mixed crews” 
(union 
and non - union) at the 
Capo for a long time because 
of the exigencies of the project.' 
Some contractors have special 
skills. Some can move in more 
quickly than others. 
Some union contractors simply 
can’t accept more work. Some­ 
times NASA has its own spe­ 
cialists, who allegedly are the 
only ones competent to do cer­ 
tain skilled work. 
No non-union employer is per­ 
mitted to pay lower wages nor 
give fewer fringe benefits than 
a union contractor. The con­ 
struction trades unions have 
denied this and have called for 
an Investigation. 
But for at least 12 days they 
did still the heart of the proj­ 
ect. They were taken Into court. 
The federal Judge ordered them 
back to work on pain of fines 
ranging from a hundred to five 
hundred dollars a day depend­ 
ing on when they resumed work. 
That's a tough decision. But so 
is the task of landing on the 
moon — and survival.

NATIONAL YOUTH POWER WEEK 
National Youthpower Week, which is to In* ob­ 
served from March 21 through 27, has a notable 
objective — to do something constructive about 
the poor nutritional habits billowed by millions 
of the nation’s teen-agers. 
The Week is sponsored by the National Food 
Conference Association, supported by 66 major 
food industry firms. And there can In' no doubt 
of the need for an effort of this nature. There 
are some 23 million teen-agers in this country 
and study after study has show n that an alarming­ 
ly high percentage of them fail to eat adequately. 
As an example, a Missouri survey of 36,OOO high 
school 
students found that only one per cent of 
the girls questioned and 4.5 per cent of the 
boys indicated that they had the recommended 
servings from the four b^^c food groups on that 
day, and just 15.8 per ^^^had what might be 
considered an “ adequate^fcreakfast. And the 
Department of Agriculture says that the older 
the child, the poorer the diet is apt to be — 
from childhood to teen-age the percentage of 
young people with poor diets increases sharply. 
There is irony in this. In much of the world, 
inferior diet is unavoidable because of inadequate 
production and low income levels. The peoples 
of those unfortunate nations would 
stare in 
disbelief at our stores with their endless supplies 
of top-quality foods — the meats, the breads and 
cereals, the fruits and vegetables, the dairy 
products. Their cost is within the reach of 
American families — yet dietary deficiency is 
rampant here. 
The Week is the culmination of a major pro­ 
gram which started sometime ago. It should be 
continued in every home in the land — and, most 
particularly in those of the teen-agers.

The 
Office 
of Economic 
Opportunity, ac­ 
cording to one newspaper report, is expected 
to audit the books of HARYOU-ACT, a con­ 
troversial Harlem self-help project, by Monday 
(March 22). (Organization is merger of Harlem 
Youth Opportunities Unlimited and Associated 
Community Teams.) 
THE WAR ON POVERTY, 
initiated by the 
first major piece of legislation originated by 
President Johnson, is coming under attack in 
New York City just as Mayor Robert F. Wagner, 
Jr. is requesting federal money for the biggest 
program covered by the act. 
Specifically involved is HARYOU-ACT, Inc., an 
educational, cultural and employment self-help 
project begun in Harlem last July. The N. Y. 
Herald Tribune charges that Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell “ snatched up the operation as apolitical 
plum*' 
and 
“kicked 
out'' the experts who 
organized it. 
Livingston L. Wingate, executive director of 
the Harlem program, on March l l said that of 
the agency's IOO employees when he took over 
on Jan. 5 “none were identified with Adam" 
and of the 50 he had added since “not more than 
three or four if that many" are identified with 
the Negro Democratic congressman. 
THE PRESS has criticized the rental outlay 
by HARYOU-ACT of $3,312.50 a month on 
the two floors of a Harlem hotel the agency 
leased in February for six months. Wingate 
quoted an auditor as calling the rental “dirt 
cheap." 
The city's Poverty Operations Board has 
been making a routine audit of HARYOU-ACT 
for about a month. The Herald Tribune on March 
l l said that the Office of Economic Opportunity, 
the antipoverty federal special agency estab­ 
lished by the Economic Opportunity Act of 
1964, was expected to make an audit of HARYOU- 
ACT within IO days. On the same day, a spokes­ 
man for the Washington agency said that it had 
the right to inspect and audit accounts of grant 
recipients 
at 
any 
time, but “no audit of 
HARYOU-ACT's book is contemplated." 
Wingate on March l l said that Rep. Powell's 
House Education and Labor Committee would 
“ look iqto a number of projects that have re­ 
sulted from his committee's work." He said 
HARYOU-ACT would welcome an 
fair investi­ 
gation. 
So far HARYOU-ACT has rece* 'ed $3.4 m il­ 
lion in city funds and federal gr' vs of $1 m il­ 
lion under the Junvenile Delinquency Act, $567,- 
000 under the Manpower Development and Train­ 
ing Act, and $200,000 under the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps program. Mayor Wagner on March 
l l asked for $1.35 million in new federal money 
for the Harlem project for the remainder of the 
calendar year, as part of a request for $10.4 
million for the entire city. 
The city would add $150,000 for HARYOU-ACT 
as part of an overall outlay of $1,153,575. The 
mayor pointed out that the city would be con­ 
tributing much more to the war on poverty 
through 
its 
regular 
services 
and special 


activities. New York City annually spends about 
$1 billion on antipoverty programs. 
WHEN PRESIDENT JOHNSON heard that the 
House had passed the omnibus antipoverty bill, 
he said: “ All Americans can be proud of the 
action taken today by the House of Representa­ 
tives in committing the strength and talents of 
our nation to war on poverty." He appointed 
Sargent Shriver, whose energy and administra­ 
tive skill had contributed ti^ the success of the 
Peace Corps, to head the new program. 
The Herald Tribune is now warning Shriver 
to watch the New York request and urging tha 
HARYOU-AC F bo thoroughly investigated. The 
note of caution seems reasonable. Poverty and

Heart Of Apollo Moon P roj­ 
ect Paralyzed for 12 Days By 
Plum bers 
Union 
Squabbling 
Over 5 Jobs. 
CAPE 
KENNEDY:— 
F or at 
least 12 days early this month 
the heart of the moonlandlng 
Project Apollo stood still — 
paralyzed by a weird strike. 
The heart which was stilled is 
Pad 34, the very center of the 
effort to put astronauts on the 
moon and get them back by 
1970. 
From “ 34" will blast - off 
all the prelim inary test shots. 
From It will roar a Saturn One 
capsule with a million and a half 
pounds of thrust instead of the 
final Saturn Five’s 7.5 million. 
In that capsule will lie 
in­ 
strum entation exactly like that 
on which the astronauts’ lives 
will depend. 
Yet Pad 34 has been made the 
private 
battleground 
of 
the 
plum bers and pipefitters union 
— fighting for control over four 
o r five m ore jobs on the pad than 
are in the union's jurisdiction 
now. 
In the parlance of the operat­ 
ing room, NASA has been doing 
open heart surgery on Pad 34 
— when the construction unions 
perm it it. 
The launching pad 
needs 
revamping 
of 
its hy­ 
draulic, pneum atic and fu»?l sys­ 
tem s. Thus the liquid oxygen, 
hydrogen and helium will flow 
as needed by the tests. 
Time is precious. The sub- 
project was awarded to a non­ 
union 
contractor. 
However, 
there was the proviso that he 
operate 
under 
the Project 
Stabilization Agreement. 
The contractor had to go to 
the union hiring hall and ask 
for plum bers and pipefitters. 
He was willing to hire union 
men. He asked for union men. 
The union said — no. They 
would not supply such lalior 
unless the contractor agreed to 
unionize all his work, off as 
well as on this space complex. 
The contractor then went back 
to the Army Corps of Engineers 
with which he was dealing. Un­ 
ionization of the rest of his 
projects off the' base could not 
be settled now, he reported. He 
needed men 
im m ediately and 
the union was dickering and re­ 
fusing to supply thorn. 
The Army Corps people, ha­ 
rassed by the time slippage and 
the awesome deadline, said get 
going. 
The contractor went into tin- 


open m arket and hired pipe­ 
fitters. The 
union struck on 
M arch 4, refusing either to sup­ 
ply men or to work with non­ 
union men. 
So the electricians went out in 
sympathy. This caused a chain 
reaction. Without electricians 
there was no juice. Without juice 
there were no operable power 
torches. Without torches there 
was no toll for the Ironw orkers. 
With the iron men made idle, 
the others could not go through 
their tasks. 
Thus, because the non-union 
contractor felt he was in no 
position at the moment to ex­ 
tend union contracts to work he 
was doing on dorm itories out­ 
side of the Cape Kennedy - 
M erritt Island moon port, the 
union paralyzed Pad 34. 
This was atout the 80th vio­ 
lation of the no-strike pledge 
given by the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades Unions’ coun­ 
cil on the base. 
Ace m ediators 
rushed down 
from Washington in an attem pt 
to Im press the local leaders in 
Orlando 
of the global 
sig­ 
nificance of getting to the moon 
“ firs t." 
There were pleas and p ressu re 
from NASA and the Army Corps 
of Engineers. But the plum bers 
and pipefitters refused to per­ 
m it a return to work. 
They refused to return though 
there have tieen “ mixed crew s" 
(union 
and non - union) at the 
Cape for a long time because 
ut the exigencies of the project. 
Some contractors have special 
skills. Some can move in more 
quickly than others. 
Some union contractors simply 
can't accept more work. Some­ 
tim es NASA has its own spe­ 
cialists, who allegedly are the 
only ones competent to do cer­ 
tain skilled work. 
No non-union em ployer is per­ 
m itted to pay lower wages nor 
give fewer fringe benefits than 
a union contractor. The con­ 
struction trades unions have 
denied this and have called for 
an investigation. 
But for at least 12 days they 
did still the heart of the proj­ 
ect. They were taken into court. 
The federal judge ordered them 
back to work on pain of fines 
ranging from a hundred to five 
hundred dollars i day depend­ 
ing on When they resum ed work. 
That's a tough decision. But so 
Is the task of landing on the 
moon — and survival.

Anglers can take a tip from the pre-season 
warmups and training now underway in the base­ 
ball camps. 
Seeing that equipment functions perfectly is just 
as important to a fisherman as good physical 
condition is to a touted 20-game winner or the 
team's “big stick." 
Getting gear in shape after a winter's layoff 
is vital to the success of early trips afloat. If 
you don't, you’re likely to discover all sorts of 
problems. . .and all at the wrong time. 
While most of us were admonished to prepare 
our gear last fall, such good advice has a strange 
habit of failing on closed ears. . .particularly if 
the geese were flying. So haul out the tackle box 
NOW , while you have the time. 
Thoroughly clean reels, relubricating accord­ 
ing to the maker's specs. . .but use greases 
sparingly. Check lines for signs of weakness; 
snip off 10 feet of monofilament, if you haven't 
already done so. Remove that fly line from the 
spool and hang in loose coils, if even for only a 
short period. 
Lures should be touched up with paint, if 
needed. Hone hooks to needle sharpness. Polish 
spoons and spinners like fine silver—if they 
don't take a bright shine, replace them. 
Though reels are the most critical elements 
in tackle, inspect rods carefully. Look for loose 
wrappings, ferrules and reel seats. Observe 
carefully the condition of the tip where the line 
rubs against the guide; any indication of furrow­ 
ing calls for immediate replacement. 
Plenty of soap and water, mixed with a gen­ 
erous portion of oldfashioned “elbow grease," 
will do the job on most other items, say the 
Mercury folks.

tit Is year, and the spring plant­ 
ing season Is rapidly approach­ 
ing. Consequently, fa rm e rs are 
u rg ed to have soil tested as 
soon as possible now so (hat 
they will have their fertilizer 
and lime recom m endations buck 
from the laboratory tteforethey 
need them. During the spring 
ru s h , two weeks are often r e ­ 
q uired from the tim e you bring 
your soil sam ple to the E x- 
tenslon C enter until you r e ­ 
ceive your fertiliz e r and lime 
recom m endations from the lab­ 
o rato ry . 
A soil test Is your !>est guide 
a s to the kind and amount 
of 
fe rtiliz e r 
to apply. The fe r­ 
tiliz e r that produces the liest 
re s u lts 
Is 
the fertiliz e r that 
contains 
the 
plant 
food e le ­ 
m ents needed by our soil. The 
soil test is actually a m e a su re ­ 
ment of the plant food content 
of your soil. F rom this test, 
the amount of each plant food 
elem ent 
needed by your soil 
can l»e calculated, and fertili­ 
z e r and lim e recom m endations 
can l>e made to take c are of the 
needs Involved. As a general 
ru le, considerable money Is r e ­ 
qu ired to apply the fertilizer 
and lime needed for the most 
profitable

plan of action being fol­ 
lowed so far fails, le ad e rs have 
another course to try . 
The plan that ap p e ars to have 
only a lim ited chance of suc­ 
ceeding 
is 
that 
incorporated 
in Senate Bill No. 178 under 
which Southeast M issouri State 
College 
at 
Cape 
G irardeau 
would establish and operate a 
junior 
college branch som e­ 
w here in the Bootheel, the lo­ 
cation to be determ ined by the 
new 
unit's board of regents. 
Since the Senate Education 
C om m ittee on the State L egis­ 
la tu re has ruled not to place 
a "d o p ass” stam p on the bill, 
a staggering blow has been ad­ 
m inistered to the proposal, at 
least 
In 
the Senate on 
that 
round. 
While strong expecta­ 
tions a re that a sim ila r Dill 
will be introduced in the House, 
how far it will get in the end 


is problem atical. While some 
so u rce s give the bill an inside 
chance of passing, others take 
an opposite view. A Jefferson 
City source told this column 
this week, ” it will not be pos­ 
sible to secure jsissage in the 
House. It is quite obvious that 
if the Senate Education Com­ 
m ittee did not approve the bill 
(on March 10), they would not 
be expected to approve it be­ 
cau se it is introduced in the 
House.” 
As stated in this space be­ 
fore, it is my opinion that in 
the Bootheel's move to acquire 
the 
junior 
college 
through 
special state legislation, It isn't 
a 
m atter of w ho's for it or 
who's against it — everyone in 
his right mind knows that we 
sorely need higher education t i ­ 
ed ities in our region. In my 
thinking, it ap p ea rs toboildown 
to which route we can follow 
to get the job done and how it 
is to be financed. 
Again 
I would like to say 
that 
if the c u rren t proposal 
fails 
in 
the L eg islatu re, In­ 
te reste d 
Bootheel 
citizens 
should not reg ard it as ending 
the m atter. The altern ate plan, 
recom m ended by Gov. Hearnes, 
is embodied in tin* Junior Col­ 
lege Act ju sse d by the Legis­ 
la tu re in 1901 which makes it 
possible for junior college dis­ 
tr ic ts 
to be organized much 
like high school d is tric ts . This 
law was discussed in this space 
two weeks ago, and we have 
m o re to 
say about 
it here. 
The difference in organizing 
a Junior college district under 
this law and acquiring one un­ 
d e r 
S. B. 178 
operated by 
Sem o State is a m atter of who 
pays for 
it. 
In 
the 
district 
plan, 
property 
ow ners with­ 
in 
the district 
would i>ay a 
sm all tax levy for the college. 
Under 8. B. 178 the state would 
pay 
it 
the sam e a s it pays 
for 8emo State. Under the dis­ 


trict plan the state would con­ 
tribute $200 for each student 
completing 30 s e m e ste r hours 
of work a year, with a bill a l­ 
ready in the works to have this 
increased to $300 p er year for 
28 se m e ste r ho urs instead of 
30. There is good chance this 
bill will pass. 
Back in D ecem ber the Mis­ 
souri C om m ission on Higher 
Education 
recom m ended that 
two 
such 
junior college dis­ 
tric ts be organized in the Boot­ 
heel a s soon a s possible with 
a full four-year state college 
established 
in the region by 
1970. 
If the locally (partially) fi­ 
nanced district plan is going 
to be the one to be used, how 
might we s ta rt? It is this ob­ 
s e r v e r 's opinion that the la s ic 
planning and action might origi­ 
nate with the B ootheel's county 
school l»oart s which would first 
meet m joint session to con­ 
sid er application 
of the law 
in the region. With its mem­ 
bership 
com posed 
of 
rep­ 
resentatives of each school dis­ 
trict, the county boards would 
have 
im m ediate contact with 
the entire high school organiza­ 
tion in each county which would 
be of trem endous value in any 
movement to establish a junior 
college. 
Applying the standard p rac-

tiro of conducting surveys be­ 
fore starting anything new that 
Is 
very 
big, to firm up the 
ground on which to proceed, It 
would follow that a survey might 
he mude In ttie state to find 
out how othei a r e a s have es­ 
tablished Junior

d er the act, like in Jefferson 
County, for example. 
Next, Instead of dealing in 
" p o ten tials,” a 
very careful 
survey rnigld be made of every 
high school Junior and senior 
and their p arents in tin* Boot­ 
heel to actually determ ine as 
accurately 
as 
possible 
how 
many would attend such an area 
Junior college if we had one, 
what co urses tin* college should 
offer — especially in vocational 
training — and any other infor­ 
mation a planning board might 
need. After all, in the district 
plan the p roperty ow ners a re 
going to be called on to lay a 
tax levy, and we better have 
something concrete to sell, not 
potentials, to get that done, the 
way taxes a re these days. 
At the sam e tim e we had bet­ 
te r find out just how fa r the pro s­ 
pective 
students 
might 
be 
willing 
to drive each day to 
and from such a college, be­ 
cause one of the main reasons 
for having one o r m ore in the 
Bootheel is to make it possible 
for the students to attend it and 
live at home. It may come out 
that instead of one area-wide 
college, two might be needed to 
adequately 
serv e 
the 
whole 
Bootheel, as recom m ended by 
the Higher Education C om m is­ 
sion. 


T here is alw ays one principal 
question asked in starting any­ 
thing new of this nature, and 
that is; "W here do we get the 
money?” Of co u rse th ere would 
be some labor and expense in­ 
volved in the initial action to 
organize a junior college dis­ 
trict, and there is an election 
to be held when the proposal 
is ready for presentation to the 
people in its a re a . It might ap­ 
p e ar 
that 
these 
first costs 
could be underw ritten by con­ 
tributions 
by 
the 
various 
se rv ice clubs in the region and 
by private citizens. 


I WOULD LIKE TO add some 
sidelights to an editorial pub­ 
lished in the Kennett Daily Dunk­ 
lin D em ocrat a few days ag( 
which recom m ended a regional 
development council to promote 
pro jects of joint interest in tin 
Bootheel. It read in part: 
"T h e 
consequences of the 
failure of Bootheel communities 
to organize them selves into an 
area-w ide development council 
can best be seen in the current 
effort to sec u re a junior col­ 
lege for this a r e a . This news­ 
paper has long urged the form a­ 
tion of such a council which 
^vould 
represen t 
the various 
com inujnities 
in 
joint 
en­ 
deavors, 
whether m regional 
, 
industrial development planning 
o r education o r any number of 
p ro jects affecting p ro g re ss in 
the lower Southest M issouri 
a r e a . . . .” 
We had som e experience with 
such an organization lack in 
the 50's — the M issouri Delta 
Development 
C om m ission 
— 
which operated for a number of 
y ears from a central office at 
D exter. While it did som e ex­ 
cellent work m community su r­ 
veys and industrial contacts. It 
finally 
becam e 
dorm ant due. 
mainly, to a failure to find a 
reliable method of financing it 
on 
a 
reg u lar 
year-to-year 
b asis. The MDDC at .that time 
was state c h a rte red and rated 
a listing a s a com m ission in 
the M issouri Blue Book. It is 
my opinion that it could be re­ 
vived, re-organized and placed 
la c k in business — if someone 
will com e up with a sound plan 
for perm anent financing. Sell­ 
ing $5 o r $10 annual m em ber­ 
ships 
to business firm s and 
o th e rs is one way, but this sys­ 
tem was found unreliable. 
To successfully function year 
a fte r year, such a regional o r­ 
ganization req u ires a trained 
o r experienced executive, a sec­ 
re ta ry to handle the detail work, 
and a perm anent office. Plus 
the cash outlay for these sal­ 
a rie s and overhead expense is 
the cost of considerable travel 
by the executive, because he 
cannot work effectively sitting 
in the office most of the time. 
The old MDDC was organized 
to serv e seven counties in South­ 
east M issouri, all being cotton- 
producing counties and general-

What do you consider the most 
im portant piece of equipm ent on 
your farm ? I have asked that 
question at several meetings. 
N aturally the 
answ ers 
v ary , 
but the thing that s u rp ris e d me 
was the sm all number of tim es 
a p lanter was mentioned. 
I suppose the thing that made 
this answ er startle me is the 
fact that I have always consid­ 
e re d a good planter one of the 
m ost im portant im plem ents on 
the 
farm . 
We depend on the 
p lan ter for; (1) pro per plant­ 
ing 
ra te (2) proper planting 
depth and (3) proper fertilizer 
placem ent. A mistake on any 
one of these will cause replant­ 
ing o r re q u ire going through 
the season with a partial stand 
and this is alm ost su re to re ­ 
duce 
yields. 
Planting speeds 
can and often do cause prob­ 
lem s with stalk population. The 
company 
that 
m anufactured 
your plan ter geared it for plant­ 
ing 
at 
the pro per speed for 
best efficiency. All this Infor­ 
mation Is given In the o p e ra ­ 
to rs 
manual 
which you r e - 
. ceived at the time of p urch ase. 
If you adjust the planter 
for 
p ro p e r spacing then pull the 
p lan te r much too fast you will 
likely bo 
disappointed 
with 
the stand you get. R em em b er 
if the planter is in good condi­ 
tion it will plant at the rate you 
d e sire if 
the spacing is set 
right and you pull it at the re c ­ 
om m ended speed. A little ex­ 
tra tim e spent in planting may 
save you the expense and tro u ­ 
ble 
of replanting or reduced 
yields because of a poor stand.

FEED GRAIN’ PROGRAM” 
H ere’s a note of Interest tc 
all feed grain producers. It’s 
a rem in d er that the signup for 
the 19G5 feed grain program 
now Is under way at the County 
A3( 
Office. During the period 
of the signup, farm o p erato rs 
who signed up in the 19G5 wheat 
p ro g ram last fall may rev ise the 
num ber of acres to be diverted. 
Advance 
payments will l>e 
made again this year In con­ 
nection with the feed grain p ro ­ 
g r am, so If you request It you 
can get half of the estim ated 
total feed grain diversion pay­ 
ment to be earned on your farm 
at the time of signing up or as 
soon as possible after that time. 
The re st of the diversion pay­ 
ment and all of the p ric e -s u p ­ 
po rt payment earned under the 
feed grain program will t>e made 
next fall. 
The 1965 feed grain p rogram 
again covers corn, barley, and 
g rain sorghum. And while p a r ­ 
ticipation 
in the program is 
voluntary, 
the price-sup po rt 
paym ents 
and loans, a s well 
as the diversion jay m en ts will 
be available only to grow ers 
who sign up and c arry out the 
p ro g ra m ’s provisions. 
The signup started on F eb ­ 
ru a r y 8th,

A soil test Is your best yenlde 
as to tin* kIntl anti amount 
of 
fertilizer to apply. The fer­ 
tilizer that produces the best 
results 
Is the fertilizer that 
contains the plant 
food ele­ 
ments needed by our soil. The 
soil test Is actually a m easure­ 
ment of the plant food content 
of your soil. I*rom this test. 
the amount of each plant food 
element needed by your soil 
can be calculated, and fertili­ 
zer and lime recommendations 
can I** made to take care of the 
needs Involved. As a general 
rule, considerable money Is re ­ 
quired to apply the fertilizer 
and lime needed for the most 
profitable 
crop 
yield. Con­ 
sequently, 
It Is very Imjwr- 
tant that you treat the soil In 
such a way as to realize the 
highest possible returns from 
the money spent. 
It Is very Important that your 
soli sample l>e projierly taken 
as your soli test and fertili­ 
zer and lime recommendations 
that you receive from the lab­ 
oratory can only lie as good as 
the so'' sample which you bring

in the area, Gov. Warren E. 
Hearties has suggested that if 
the plan of action being fol­ 
lowed so far fails, leaders have 
another course to try. 
The plan that appears to have 
only a limited chance of suc­ 
ceeding is that 
incorporated 
iii Senate Bill No. 178 under 
which Southeast Missouri State 
College 
at 
Cape 
Girardeau 
would establish and operate a 
junior 
college branch some­ 
where iii the Bootheel, Hie lo­ 
cation to be determined by the 
new unit's I I c a r d of regents. 
Since the Senate Education 
Committee on the State Legis­ 
lature has ruled not to place 
a “ do pass” stamp on the bill, 
a staggering blow has been ad­ 
ministered to the proposal, at 
least iii the Senate on that 
round. While strong expecta­ 
tions are that a sim ilar bill 
will be introduced iii the House, 
how far it will get in the end 
is problematical. While some 
sources give the bill an inside 
chance of passing, others take 
an opposite view. A Jefferson 
City source told this column 
this week, "it will not be pos­ 
sible to secure passage in the 
House. It is quite obvious that 
if the Senate Education Com­ 
mittee did not approve the bill 
(on March IO), they would not 
be expected to approve it be­ 
cause it is introduced in tile 
House.” 
As stated in this space be­ 
fore, it is my opinion that In 
the Bootheel's move to acquire 
the 
junior 
college 
through 
special state legislation, it isn't 
a 
matter of who's for it or 
who's against it — everyone in 
his right mind knows that we 
sorely need higher education fa­ 
cilities in our region. In my 
thinking, it appears toboildown 
to which route we can follow 
to get the job done and how it 
is to be financed. 
Again 
I would like to say 
that if the current proposal 
fails In the Legislature, in- 
te rested 
Bootheel 
citizens 
should not regard it as ending 
the matter. The alternate plan, 
recommended by Gov. Beanies, 
Is embodied iii the* Junior Col­ 
lege Act |Kissed by the Legis­ 
lature in 19(11 winch makes it 
possible for jim lo i college dis­ 
tricts to be organized much 
like high school districts. This 
law was discussed iii this space 
two w e e k s ago, and we have 
more to say about 
it here. 
The difference iii organizing 
a junior college district under 
this law and acquiring one un­ 
der 
S. B. 178 
operated by 
Semi) State is a matter of who 
pays for 
It. 
In the district 
plan, 
property 
owners with­ 
in 
the district would i>ay a 
small lax levy for the college. 
Under S. B. 178 the state would 
pay 
It 
tin* same as It pays 
for Sumo State. Under the dis­ 


trict plan the state would con­ 
tribute $200 for each student 
completing 30 sem ester hours 
of work a year, with a bill al­ 
ready in the works to have this 
increased to $300 per year for 
28 sem ester hours instead of 
30. There is good chance this 
bill will (ass. 
Back in December Hie Mis­ 
souri Commission on Higher 
Education 
recommended that 
two such junior college dis­ 
tricts be organized iii the Boot­ 
heel as soon as possible with 
a full four-year state college 
established 
in the region by 
1970. 
If the locally (partially) fi­ 
nanced district plan is going 
to be tile one to be used, how 
might we start? It is this ob­ 
s e rv e r's opinion that the liusic 
planning and action might origi­ 
nate with the Bootheel's count) 
school lioards which would first 
meet iii joint session to con­ 
sider application of the law 
in the region. With its mem­ 
bership 
composed 
of 
rep­ 
resentatives of each school dis­ 
trict, the county boards would 
have immediate contact with 
the entire high school organiza­ 
tion in each county which would 
be of tremendous value in any 
movement to establish a junior 
college.

What do you consider the* most 
important piece of equipment on 
your farm? I have asked that 
question at several meetings. 
Naturally the answers vary, 
but the thing that surprised me 
was the small number of times 
a planter was mentioned. 
I suppose the thing that made 
this answer startle me is the 
fact that I have always consid­ 
ered a good planter one of the 
most important implements on 
the 
farm. 
We depend on the 
planter for; (I) proper plant­ 
ing rate (2) proper planting 
depth and (3) proper fertilizer 
placement. A mistake on any 
one of these will cause replant­ 
ing or require going through 
the season with a partial stand 
and this is almost sure to re­ 
duce yields. 
Planting speeds 
can and often do cause prob­ 
lems with stalk population. The 
company 
that 
manufactured 
your planter geared it for plant­ 
ing at the* proper speed for 
best efficiency. All this infor­ 
mation is given in the opera­ 
tors 
manual 
which you re- 
. ceived at the time of purchase. 
If you adjust the planter 
for 
proper spacing then pull the 
planter much too fast you will 
likely be disappointed 
with 
the stand you get. Re me rn lier 
ii the planter is iii good condi­ 
tion it will plant at the rate you 
desire if 
the spacing is set 
right and you pull it at the rec­ 
ommended speed. A little ex­ 
tra time spent in planting may 
save you the expense and trou­ 
ble* of replanting or reduced 
yields because of a poor stand.

CORN--OF MAN CREATED 
Although the beginnings of our 
gathering of seeds, and of the 
growing of our modern vege­ 
tables, are hidden in the dim 
past, the subject has been of 
Intense Interest to many peo­ 
ple. Digging into ancient re c ­ 
o rd s, and even buildings in 
som e cases, they have assem ­ 
bled valuable and fascinating 
Inform ation concerning vege­ 
tables and their uses in ancient 
tim es. 
Perhaps 
you’ll 
f i n d 
som ething of Interest here con­ 
cerning a vegetable that is often 
on your dinner plate. 
Corn, Or Maize: Perhaps the 
e a rlie st mention of m aize is 
in the POPOL VUH, the sacred 
book of the Qulcke Indians of 
w estern Guatemala, whose re c ­ 
o rd s go tiack to the 8th cen­ 
tury. They wrote as follows: 
“ The legend runs that 4 b ar- 
b arla n s--th e Fox, the Jackal, 
the Paroquet and the C row -- 
made known to the people the 
e a rs of the white m aize and 
of the yellow .. .there it was 
that they obtained at last the 
food that was to enter into the 
flesh of man, of man created 
and form ed.” 
The Toltees and Aztecs like­ 
w ise had their legends of the 
origin of their use of corn, 
but surely some area in Cen­ 
tra l America must have been 
the place of origin of this im ­ 
portant food. It was alm ost in­ 
variably worshipped by these 
ea rly peoples, an d carvings 
have l>een found on their tem ­ 
ples. 
Columbus was the first E uro­ 
pean to see corn, on the island 
of Cuba in November, 1492. 
He reported “ a kind of grain 
called maize, of which was 
made a very w ell-tasted flour.” 
In 1498 another Spanish explor­ 
e r reported seeing fields “ cov­ 
erin g six leagues or more** 
in Venezuela. All the early ex­ 
p lo rers spoke of it, and of 
“ wine” and “ beer” made from 
it by the Indians.

The first mention we can 
find of “ Sweet Corn” Is about 
1779, In New York, where it 
w as called “ papoon corn.”

Some 
livestock men in the area are 
thinking of preparing their silo 
fo r the season’s fo rag e.. .and 
they’re asking what can be done 
to prevent the walls of their 
silo s from becoming pitted from 
the acid silage Juices.

Boiled linseed oil

age to silo walls from the 
silage acids. 
The first of two coats should 
be thinned with equal parts of 
turpentine to give Increased 
penetration. The second coat 
is applied without thinning after 
the first has thoroughly dried. 
Spots where the oil has been 
absorbed should be given addi­ 
tional coats. The last c o a t 
should be allowed to dry at 
le a st two weeks before the silo 
is filled. 
One gallon of linseed oil will 
cover about two-hundred square 
feet of silo wall. Silos not hav­ 
ing been treated for som etim e 
may take m ore oil.

CORN--O F MAN CREATED 
Although the tieginnings of our 
gathering of seeds, and of the 
growing of our modern vege­ 
tables, are hidden In the dim 
past, the subject has been of 
intense interest to many peo­ 
ple. Digging into ancient re c ­ 
o rd s, and even buildings 
In 
som e cases, they have assem ­ 
bled valuable and fascinating 
Inform ation concerning vege­ 
tables and their uses In ancient 
tim es. 
Perhaps 
you'll fin d 
som ething of Interest here con­ 
cerning a vegetable that Is often 
on your dinner plate. 
Corn, Or Maize: Perhaps the 
e a rlie st mention of maize Is 
in the POPOL VUU, the sacred 
book of the Qulcke Indians of 
w estern Guatemala, whose re c ­ 
o rd s go liack to the 8th cen­ 
tury. They wrote as follows: 
“ The legend runs that 4 b a r­ 
b a ria n s—the Fox, the Jackal, 
the Paroquet arid the C ro w - 
made known to the people the 
e a rs of the white maize and 
of the yellow .. .there It was 
that they obtained at last the 
food that was to enter Into the 
flesh of man, of man created 
and form ed." 
The Toltecs and Aztecs like­ 
w ise had their legends of the 
origin of their use of corn, 
but surely some area in Cen­ 
tra l Am erica must have l>een 
the place of origin of this im ­ 
portant food. It was almost In­ 
variably worshipped by these 
e a rly peoples, an d carvings 
have lieen found on their tem ­ 
ples. 
Columbus was the first Euro­ 
pean to see corn, on the Island 
of Cuba in November, 1492. 
He reported “ a kind of grain 
called maize, of which was 
made a very well-tasted flour." 
In 1498 another Spanish explor­ 
e r reported seeing fields “ cov­ 
ering six leagues or m ore" 
In Venezuela. All the early ex­ 
p lo rers spoke of it, and of 
“ wine" and “ b eer" made from 
it by the Indians. Certainly, 
at the time of A m erica's dis­ 
covery, corn was widely grown 
from Chile to Canada. 
Columbus and others took corn 
seeds liack with them. There 
w ere reports of Its culture In 
nearly every European country 
by 1600, I Ait It seem s not to 
have been widely grown any­ 
w here. It Is only since World 
W ar II that interest In It seem s 
to have been reawakened there. 
This “ firs t" corn was of many 
c o l o r s - - yellow, 
red, blue, 
w hite,--and more reports Indi­ 
cated an ear length of a “ span" 
(nine 
Inches) (though s o m e 
stra in s were apparently con­ 
siderably larger), and doubt­ 
le ss of the hard or “ field co m " 
type. The first mention we can 
find of “ Sweet C orn" Is about 
1779, Iii New York, where It 
was called “ papoon corn." 
The phenomenal yields made 
possible by the introduction of 


hybrids have made corn an at­ 
tractiv e crop to many coun­ 
trie s , and we feel sure that be­ 
fore many years Sweet Corn 
will tie as highly esteem ed ev­ 
eryw here as It Is now In the 
United States. Certainly nothing 
could take the place of “ corn-

Bolled linseed oil

The first of two coats should 
be thinned with equal parts of 
turpentine to give 
increased 
penetration.

the first has thoroughly dried. 
Spots where the oil has been

coats. The last c o a t 
should be allowed to dry at 
le a st two weeks before the silo 
Is filled. 
One gallon of linseed oil will 
cover about two-hundred square 
feet of silo wall. Silos not hav­ 
ing been treated for som etim e 
may take more oil.

Law on Books 


N A S H V IL L E , Tenn. (A P ) — 
’’Thou shalt not k ill,” said Gov. 
Frank Clement. 
’’ He that smiteth a man so 
that he shall die shall surely be 
put to death,” replied Rep. Jfct 
Lynch. 
By one vote, the Tennessee 
House of Representatives fa­ 
vored tire admonition from Exo­ 
dus under the Fifth Command­ 
ment 
Thursday, and left the 
death penalty the law of Tennes­ 
see. 


As a result, three often-post­ 
poned executions are scheduled 
for Saturday. 
Clement, who tearfully plead­ 
ed for an end to capital punish­ 
ment, hasn’t said whether he 
w ill stay the executions again. 
However, today’s final session 
of the General Assembly could 
provide a reason for such ac­ 
tion. 
The governor has called a 
special session on legislative 
and congressional reapportion­ 
ment May 10. 
Before the House today was a 
resolution calling on Clement to 
have the special session also 
consider a bill for a statewide 
referendum on abolition of capi­ 
tal punishment. 
The governor’s office said 
that as long as ttie issue was 
before the Legislature he would 
have nothing to say about the 
fate of the death-row trio: 


Clayton Dawson, sentenced to 
death nearly five years ago for 
raping a woman and her 16- 
year-old daughter. Seven other 
women identified him as their 
attacker. 
The 
UJ5. Supreme 
Court has refused to hear tiis 
appeal made on Hie ground that 
the Legislature which voted for 
the death penalty years ago was 
improperly apportioned. 
Rube Sim s, convicted in I960 
for slashing to deatli a 54•year- 
old Memphis woman. 
Richard B.Thom as,convicted 
in 1962 of killing a storekeeper 
who 
caught 
him 
robbing his 
store. 
All are Negroes, as are the 
other two awaiting later execu* 
tlons. 
A bill repealing the deatli pen­ 
alty for all crim es except mur­ 
der of a policeman or prison 
employe on 
duty passed the 
Senate easily. Amended to ex­ 
clude death for all crim es, it 
failed by seven votes to get the 
constitutional 
majority 
of 50 
needed in the House two weeks 
ago, and was returned to com­ 
mit tee. 
Clement made a personal np- 
peul to the House Wednesday, 
before It came buck for a sec­ 
ond vote Thursday. 
Lynch ended his attack on the 
tiill with a motion to table, end­ 
ing tiebute. &e«rrt*<!48-4T.
